Those who- were in attendance y es­ 
terday afternoon at the Y. M. C. A.

astic You ng Man.” His remarks were 
based u p on the incident of the rich 
y ou ng man coming to Christ, and ask­ 
ing the qu estion, “ What mu st I do to 
inherit eternal life?”

sentativ e man in that he had charge of 
v ast p ossessions 
One day he sees 
Christ coming, attended by * great 
throng of p eop le.

tho ey es of the mu ltitu de, for he had 
the p ower throu gh his wealth to do as 
he wished. 
Christ commends him for 
his moral « life and lov es him for his 
carefu l religiou s life. 
One lesson from this is that we can’t 
be too carefu l in obey ing God s requ ire­ 
ments in ou r daily life. 
Bu t the y ou ng man comes to Christ 
with the wrong p u rp ose. 
Christ im­ 
mediately cu ts down to the root of his 
wrong relationship to God and instead 
of hav ing him do some one great thing, 
tells him to go and hu nt u p the p oor 
and u se his wealth in assisting them. 
This test shows the^y ou ng man, thou gh 
enthu siastic, to be lacking in earnest 
p u rp ose. 
The contrast is seen iu Sau l 
who, while enthu siastic, was willing to 
do any thing. 
The one dep arts from 
the p resence of Christ the other be' 
comes his fru itfu l missionary . 
When ou r y ou ng men left for the 
war, wo were v ery enthu siastic ov er 
them. 
O! that we wou ld show a like 
enthu siasm in help ing ou r y ou ng men 
in fighting their battles for freedom 
from sin.

In the absence of a letter from Com­ 
pany G, near Washing ton, we copy 
this ev ening a letter receiv ed Saturday 
from Ed. Ra msey and Chas. Walg ren, 
who went to Chica g o and enlisted with 
the First Reg iment Illinois National 
Guards, and are now encamped on the 
old battle-field a t Chicamaug a, Geor­ 
g ia, 
under the shadow 
of Lookout 
Mountain. 
Ramsey , who writes most 
of the letter, say s: 
As 
we 
ha v e 
a 
little 
time 
to 
ourselv es we thoug ht tha t y ou and 
the boy s would like to know’ how Char­ 
ley and I were g etting along . 
Well, 
we left Spring field (the First Reg iment 
from Chicag o), Tuesday morning , and 
arriv ed in Chattanoog o, Tenn., Thurs­ 
day at 5:30 a. 111. 
We had a lov ely trip 
throug h the South. 
Ev ery body was 
v ery friendly to the First as they were 
throug h here about fiv e y ears ag o, and 
stopped at Na shv ilie, Tennessee. 
We 
stopped ov er there for two hours and 
g a v e a drill in front of the State-house, 
were talked to by the Gov ernor and 
had a g ood time while there. 
We are now camped a tChicka ma ug a 
Park, and a nicer place to camp it 
would be hard to find. 
W e are a tthe 
foot of Lookout Mountain and about six 
miles from Chattanoog a, Tenn. 
Miss­ 
ion Ridg e nearly encircles the Park, 
which is about fifteen miles long by 
three miles wide—quite a pa rk—just 
like Oak Park in North Dix on. 
There are about 30,000 men here this 
morning , and will be 10,000 more by 
Saturday . 
One nev er ha v ing seen a 
camp like this can hardly think what 
it is like. 
W e are a little short of tents: six 
men hav e to sleep in each one, but as it 
is so warm here most of the men sleep 
under the trees. 
The water and cli­ 
mate here are v ery fine, it being one of 
the best places in the South and v ery 
hig h up. 
A small riv er runs into the park 
about a block from our camp, and y ou 
can bet tha t the first thing 1 did on 
g etting to camp was to take a swim. 
There are troops here from all ov er 


the United Sta tes and it is v ery funny 
to hear some of them talk from the 
South and East. 
Men who were once 
deadly enemies—“ Yanks" and “ John, 
ies,’’ now meeting , hand to hand and 
shoulder to shoulder in close comrade­ 
ship. 
W e ha v e something to tha nk as 
well as much to blame Spain for. 
These ex -rebs are awful g ood fellows 
when y ou g et to know them well. 
We ha v e drill morning and a fter­ 
noon, and about the same amount of 
work tha t we had a t Spring field. 
Well, as I ha v e not had much time 
to g et around much y et, will stop for 
this time. 
Will write more soon.

C o al F o rm a tio n . 
It will be remarked that the deposits 
of anthracite are found in v ery moun­ 
tainous reg ions. The difference between 
this hard and what are called the soft 
coals was ex plained to me by the late 
Professor Willia m B. Rog ers. 
When 
the contraction of the earth’s surface 
took place by which tho mountain re­ 
g ions of Pennsy lv ania and a few otb« ir 
parts of the carboniferous series were 
formed, these mountains were thrown 
up, turned ov er and twisted in such a 
manner as to cause the materials of 
v eg etable orig in of which coal is formed 
to become coked, or partly coked, under 
ex treme pressure. It is due to that pres­ 
sure and accompany ing heat that the 
anthracite coals are hard and v irtually 
free from bitumen; while, under other 
conditions, the bituminous or semibitu- 
iniuous coals are soft and more friable, 
containing more bituminous element. 
In some other parts of the earth's sur­ 
face where coal is found the so called 
brown coals and lig nites hav e not been 
subjected to the measure of heat under 
pressure sufficient to conv ert them into 
true coal.— Edward Atkinson in Cen­ 
tury .

Referring to the word “ pica y une,” it 
ma y not 
be uninteresting to g ive a 
sketch of subsidia ry coinage and cur­ 
rency as used in the past and the va ri­ 
ous- na mes under which it was known. 
In Ohio in 1844 and previously there 
wa s a good <kul of foreign coin in cir­ 
culation, mostly Spa nish, with Home of 
the old state coina g e of different states 
occa siona lly 
ma king 
its appearance. 
< *h< ol toe most plentiful of these for­ 
eign coins wa s a piece which pas-ori 
current for HF£ cents. In Ohio this was 
known as a Itppenny hit—a contraction, 
probably , of live penny bit. 
The ha lf 
dimes of America n coinage w< re also 
becoming frequent at tha t time and as 
a distinction between the halt dime and 
the ftppeuuy bit the former wa s con­ 
tracted to the word “ lip.” 
The dime 
wont under its la w ful name, while the 
old ¡Sj auish double of the tippenny bit 
was known as the “ b it,” and the Spa n­ 
ish and Mexican quarter dollars \v< re 
nearly a lwa y s referred to as “ two bits ’ 
The latter term, I think, still obtains in 
reference to quarter dollar American 
pieces in some sections. There wa s also 
a N ew York state “ two bit” coin, as 
well as a “ bit” of the same coinage, 
which was sometimes ca lled the “ York 
sh illing .” The Fine T ree,State shilling , 
com ma from 
Maine, 
wa s sometimes 
seen, but not much used. 
Its va lue was 
supposed to be 16 2-8 cents. 
Thu old 
fashioned big copper cent of American 
coinage wa s plentiful, w hile occasion­ 
ally an Eng lish ha lfpenny of copper wa s 
found floating around, g enera lly passing 
on the same basis as the Ann riean cop- 
percent. 
J Queou V ictoria ’s head was 
then shown on the Eng lish halfpennies. 
Later, when as a boy I removed with 
my mother 
to 
Illinois, 
I 
met 
my 
tirst stumbling block in money names, 
There the fippony bit wa s the picay une, 
while the fip had its proper na me of a 
half a dime, or 5 cents. 
Rut the large 
coins retained the old names, as did the 
copper cents. 
As near as I can learn, 
the term picay une orig ina ted with th» 
French, who had settled St. Louis and 
had settlements at 
points all the wa y 
from New Orleans to St. Louis and the 
further northwest., and their na mes for 
money pr< dominated in that region. 
Still later, when I had st-a y ed a wa y 
to New York state, L a g a in anoountered 
new names fov money . There every thing 
wa s based on the “ sh illin g ,” which 
rept » sented 12 ly cents. 
A quarter of a 
dollar was a lwa y s ” 2 s a iling s, ” and 
all sums under $ 100 w en ca lcula ted on 
the same basis. When I asked the price 
of hoard, 1 wa s told it ranged from J O 
to 80 shilling s a week. 
The price of a 
suit of clothes wa s g enera lly sta ted in 
shilling s. 
Tha t wa s a ll right for the 
natives, but i confess 1 had frequently 
to brush up my a rithmetic to g et at 
wha t 88 sliilliugs, 22 shilling s, 17 sh il­ 
lings, 
or some other hig h number, 
amounted to. 
It wa s a ll clear enough 
when it was 2, 4 or 6 shilling s, but 
when it got above the dollar it required 
some “ ciphering ” on the part of a 
stranger to get correct results. 
The 2 cent piece, orig ina lly coined in 
silver, came into general circula tion iu 
the north about 1850 and wa s later 
made in nickel, being coined in tha t 
metal about the same time as the pres­ 
ent nickel 5 cent piece. 
Home time before the civil wa r the 
old fashioned copper cent was replaced 
at the mint with the present sma ll cop­ 
per cents and the 2 cent pieces. 
Later 
the first nickels were made, but a lmost 
went out of circulation during the war, 
and were succeeded by the fra ctiona l 
currency of that day , issued m 5, J O, 25 
and >0 cent bills. They were never very 
popular with tlie masses and were lock­ 
ed upon by the g overnment as a tem ­ 
porary expedient. 
The most popular 
designation for them wa s “ shinpla s- 
ters, ” though in Memphis and some 
other parts of the country they were re­ 
ferred to as “ chicken feed.” 
During the war there were ma ny other 
substitutes for money , mostly in the 
form of cardboard promises to pay ev­ 
ery thing from a drink of w hisky or a 
rido on the cars to a suit of clothes; 
from a quart of milk or a pound of 
beefsteak to a w eek’s salary , 'l’hey ha ve 
dropped out of use in most sections and 
m their place Uncle 
Sa m ’s coppers, 
nickels, dimes, quarters, half dollars 
and “ dollar of the da ddies” now reign 
supreme.—J ohn Hpangler m Ualvoston 
News. 


Incident o f a Tin Soldier. 
J udg e Hmith tells an a musing story 
of a certain major on Governor Dowers’ 
staff which instances the peculiar na ­ 
ture of the tin and tlie real soldiers. 
When Gra nt’a monument wa s dedi­ 
cated in New’ York, Governor Powers, 
with his fine array of “ tin soldiers” in 
their g ilt and gold attended. 
Among 
them was a major or two, of course. Iti 
the course of the day an opportunity 
presented itself for all the governors of 
the states to meet President M cKinley . 
Major McKinley i- particularly proud 
of his war record and loves the uniform 
of the soldier. 
“ Well,' said J udg e ¡Smith, “ one of 
Governor Powers majors shook bands 
with President McKinley . It was some­ 
thing like this: 
AlloVv me. Major Mc­ 
Kinley , to introduce to y ou Major So- 
and-so of Maine. ’ 
“ 
‘Delighted to see y ou, ma jor,’ re­ 
plied President McKinley , grasping the 
major from Maine by the hand. 
‘1 am 
a lwa y s pleased to meet a soldier of my 
own ra nk.’ 
It is said that every g ilt 
button on the Maine ma jor’s uniform 
was hurst asunder by the ela sticity of 
tlie pride which welled up in the Maine 
major’s breast. 
The worst of it w a s,” 
continued J udg e Hmith, “ that he came 
home to Maine and tuid it .” — Bangor 
Commercial. 


I t May He T ra ced a» 
Fa r H a ck a* th * 
g « veu te« n th C en tu ry . 
Ill St. Nichola s Frank H. Vizetelly 
has told “ The Story of the Wh eel,” 
tracing the evolution of the bicy cle. 
Mr. Vhsetelly say s: 
It has been often » aid that “ to trace 
the origin of the bicy cle wo must go 
back to the beginning of the century ,” 
and as this has not b« en denied it is 
probably true. 
I shall try to show that 
the bicy cle g rew from experiment* in 
j the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries:, 
and that the celerifere, first invented in 
1690, wa s the earliest form 
of the 
“ sa fety ” of today . 
The first a ttempts 
i to ride wheels date back as far as the 
fifteenth century . 
True, the ma chines 
then made were crude, clumsy and im ­ 
perfect, y et they deserve mention, for 
t h e y were a distinct step in the history 
( of the wheel. 
The first of these wa s a 
hea vy carriage driven by means of ropes 
attached to and wound round its axle 
tree. 
To the other end of the rope« a 
I pole wa s tied, and tliis pole wa s user! 
as a lever in front of the vehicle, and 
| by this means it wa s slowly drawn for­ 
ward. 
Little wa s done in the century fol­ 
lowing , y et in the “ Memoirs of Henrj 
Fetherstone” it is told that a J esuit 
missionary 
named 
Rictus, who 
was 
tra veling down 
the Ganges, ha ving 
missed n boat that plied at regular in 
tervals between points ho wa s to visit 
iu J iis journey , made up for lost time 
by building a small carriage propelled 
by lovers. 
Because so few deta ils art 
told, the truth of the a uthor’s account 
has been 
doubted or discredited by 
many . 
In one of Eng la nd’s older churches-- 
St. G iles’ at Stoke Pog is— is a window 
of stained g la ss on which ma y be seen 
a cherub astride of a hobby horse, or 
wooden “ w heel.” At the sides, in sep 
arate panels, us if to fix the date of tin 
design, stand two y oung men a ttired in 
Puritan dress, one pla y ing the violin, 
the other, w ith hands in iiis pockets, 
smoking a pipe. 
Is it from this design 
that the first thoug ht of 
the hobby 
horse of other day s wa s taken? 
Before tlie Roy al Academy of Sciences, 
in lf» ‘J 8, Ozatiam read a paper describ­ 
ing a vehicle driven by tlie peda ling of 
a footman, who stood in a box behind 
and rested his hands on a bar level with 
his chin attached to the back of act 
a wning above the rider in the convey 
twice. 
This may prove 
that Fetiier- 
stone’s acoc uut wa s not untrue. 
Oza- 
cum's vohit h) wa s followed by another, 
built on a i omewhufc simila r plan, by 
an Eng lishma n named Ovo-nden about 
1761, for a description ol the machine 
then appeared in The Universa l Maga­ 
zine. 
The vehicle wa s said to be “ the 
best that has hitherto been invented.’ 
The distance covered “ w ith ea se” by 
this rude vehicle is stated to ha ve been 
six miles an hour; with a “ pecnliai 
exertion,” nine or ten miles. The steer­ 
ing wa s done w ith a p wr of reins.

The pods which grow on the tree con­ 
tain a soft, silky material which the 
na tives sometimes use for stuffing pil­ 
lows. There are more of th* se tr* < s. but 
none so large or old as this one, and we 
heard no estima te ot its age. 
It is a 
near rela tive of the inoukej tamarind. 
Between this bombax and the library 
is an a venue of Spanish laurel, a in- tu­ 
ber of the fig fa m ily — untidy and inele­ 
g ant trees, with a growth of roots hang­ 
ing from their branches which never 
reach the ground. 
All these tr< - bear 
fruit, but the tigs are small and untit 
for ea ting . — K. G. i umming s in Popu­ 
lar Science Monthly .

York numbered eig ht women among its 
passengers, and one of them displa y ed 
wisdom which made the other seven her 


e n e m ie s. Hbe w*s a prim looking, m id­ 
dle aged woman, and she had attracted 
attention the previous night by the busi­ 
nesslike wa y in which she ordered her 
supper. 
It was evident that she had 
traveled on a sleeping car before and 
from 
their nervousness it wa s quite 
clear tlpit the other women were novices 
in nig ht tra veling and that they were 
anticipa ting great discomforts. 
It wa s 
not until the morning , however, that 
the wise woma n proved her wisdom as 
well as her selfishness. 
Two hours before the train wa s due 
iu New York she left her berth and dis­ 
appeared in the end of the car. 
This 
sleeping car, like others of its class, had 
four wa sh bowls for men w ith large 
mirrors over them and only one wa sh 
bowl for women, in a room so sma ll 
that two women could not stand in it 
at the same time. 
Ha lf an hour after 
the wise woman arose tbo other women 
in the cur ! egan to stir around and four 
of them we nt at the same time to com­ 
plete their toilets. 
The wise woma n 
still occupied the room and they sat 
down to wa it. Half an hour passed and 
still 
the wise woma n didn’t appear. 
The men in the car had become inter­ 
ested in the comedy , which promised to 
develop into a tragedy . 
They hud a l­ 
ready completed their toilets without 
interfering with one another. 
“ This is an imposition, ” said a big 
woman whose hair wa s disorderly , “ and 
1 am g oing to investig a te.” 
She disappeared, and the other pas- 
sengc rs heard her voice, lirst mild and 
then loud and angry , but the responses 
of the w ise woma n could not t e heard. 
“ What do y ou suppose tha t creature 
is doing, ” said the big woma n, when 
she returned. 
“ Why , 1 never heard 
a ny thing like it. 
Here we are w ithin 
an hour of N ew York and not one of us 
has had ail opportunity to wa sh her 
face and tha t woman inside has a little 
alcohol la mp g oing and she is delib« r- 
a tely curling her hair. She should have 
some sense of decency . 
I ’m sure she is 
old enough. ” 
This informa tion cast the other w om ­ 
en into the depths of despair, and as the 
train sped on one of them, the y oungest 
wonu a in the car, began to cry . 
Her 
woo wa s greater than that of the others 
because a certain y oung man had prom­ 
ised to meet her at the station, and she 
would not ha ve him see her as she then 
looked for tho whole railroad. The men 
in the car evidently thoug ht tha t she 
wa s good to look a t just as she wa s, but 
none of them know her, and this in ­ 
forma tion could not bo convey ed to her. 
A deleg a tion of two women wa s sent to 
compromise with the w ise one who wa s 
curling her hair, and they returned in 
disgust. 
“ She sa y s tha t she is g oing to com ­ 
plete her toilet before she comes o u t,” 
said ono of them. 
“ .She is curling her 
hair a ll over. 
I 
asked her 
if 
she 
w ouldn’t pleaso just curl it in front and 
then put her hat on. The rest w ouldn’t 
show, y ou know. 
She said she wrnuld 
attend to the curling without a ny a s­ 
sistance from me. This is simply dread­ 
ful. 
I ’ll never ride in a sleeping car 
again. It is an imposition to ha ve only 
a little bit of a cubby hole reserved for 
women, w hile the men have all the 
room they need. 
I ’m g oing to sue the 
roa d.” 
An 
indig na nt discussion followed, 
and just as the train wa s pulling into 
New York the wise woma n made her 
appearance. Conscious thut not a sing le 
flaw could be found in her toilet, she 
ignored the angry g la nces of the other 
women. 
It wa s too late for them to 
mako elaborate toilets, and the men 
withdrew from the smoking room, so 
tha t they m ig ht at least use the mirrors 
to set their ha ts on straight. 
They 
trailed after the wise woma n as she left 
the car, and if angry glances could have 
stabbed her she would have become a 
coroner’s case rig ht on the platform. 
“ This isn ’t the first time tha t I have 
seen such an exhibition, ” said a com ­ 
mercial traveler who had been iu the 
car, “ and really I don’t blame the wise 
woma n at, ail. 
« She simply showed her 
experience. 
The fa ult is in the con­ 
struction of the car, and it is a short­ 
sighted policy to make them so incon­ 
venient for women. 
It takes a woma n 
longer to dress than a man, and I be­ 
lieve that if the car builders would sac- 
riiice the space occupied I y a section or 
two and put in wa sh bowls for women 
more women would be w illing to ride 
in sleeping cars.
